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HIAWATHA : the great prophet of the Iroquois Confederation. 

He was a Mohawk of the Tortoise Clan—and probably lived about A.D. 1570. He 
recognized the fact that internal dissension and petty feuds were the greatest of 
the evils that preyed on the Redman, and therefore founded the Iroquois League, a 
league of nations that aimed at general peace and well-being, substituting a tribunal 
of justice to settle internal disputes in place of the arbitrament of war. Longfellow’s 
poem, ‘‘ Hiawatha '’, founded on Henry Rowe Schoolcraft’s version of the Hiawatha | 
tradition in Algic Researches is in its main. outline believed to be historically correct.

In the wigwam with Nokomis, Then he sat down, still and speechless, 
With those gloomy guests that watched her, On the bed of Minnehaha, 
With the Famine and the Fever, At the feet of Laughing Water, 
She was lying, the Beloved, At those willing feet, that never 
She the dying Minnehaha. More would lightly run to mect him, 
“Hark!” she said; ‘‘I hear a rushing, Never more would lightly follow. 
Hear a roaring and a rushing, With both hands his face he covered, 
Hear the Falls of Minnehaha Seven long days and nights he sat there, 
Calling to me from a distance !’’ As if in a swoon he sat there, 
‘*No, my child!”’ said old Nokomis, Speechless, motionless, unconscious 
“Tis the night-wind in the pine-trees!”’ Of the daylight or the darkness. 
“Took! ’’ she said, ‘‘I see my father 
Standing lonely at his doorway, Then they buried Minnehaha: 
Beckoning to me from his wigwam, In the snow a grave they made her, 
In the land of the Dacotahs!” In the forest deep and darksome, 
‘No, my child!” said old Nokomis, Underneath the moaning hemlocks ; 
“s’Tis the smoke that waves and beckons! ”’ Clothed her in her richest garments, 
“Ah!” she said, “the eyes of Pauguk Wrapped her in her robes of ermine, 
Glare upon me in the darkness ; Covered her with snow, like ermine ; 
I can feel his icy fingers Thus they buried Minnehaha. 
Clasping mine amid the darkness! And at night a fire was lighted, 
Hiawatha! Hiawatha!” On her grave four times was kindled, 
‘. For her soul upon its journey 
And the desolate Hiawatha, To the Islands of the Blessed. 
Far away amid the forest, From his doorway Hiawatha 
Miles away among the mountains, Saw it burning in the forest, 
Heard that sudden cry of anguish, Lighting up the gloomy hemlocks ; 
Heard the voice of Minnehaha From his sleepless bed uprising, 
Calling to him in the-darkness, From the bed of Minnehaha, 
‘Hiawatha!
